HOW DO THEY DO IT?! 
After meeting some of the 
brass who run the Canada 
Council I was still confused, 
and after reading their Ust of 
sifts I am even more in the 
dark. 

The Victoria Symphony, Art 
Gallery and Bastion Theatre 
get Httle or nothing, and yet 
the council dishes out money 
as though the Canadian dollar 
was at the level of the old 
German mark. 

The council has awarded a 
Montreal art magazine Vie 
des Arts a grant of $24,000 to 
aid In publication in 1967-68. 
The "little magazines” Tish in 
Vancouver and 29 Cents Mag¬ 
azine in London, Ont., get $500 
and $700. 

Even purely private enter¬ 
prise gets a lift from the 
public purse.

Power Play in Gold 

'T'HE devaluation in the pound in Britain, and similar 
A devaluations of some other currencies in the ster¬ 
ling block, has unleashed another gold battle in all its 
fury. 

Led by France, and supported by speculators all 
over the world—except in the U.S. where gold dealings 
between persons are illegal*—the demand for gold at the 
U.S. pegged price of $35 is at an unprecedented level. 

The question now confronting the International 
Monetary Fund and Its members Is whether the 
United States can Indefinitely meet all demands made 
upon it to sell gold at $35 an ounce, or whether it will 
have to bow to market demand by raising the price, or 
alternatively to throw gold overboard altogether as the 
basis of ita currency value. 

President Johnson has reaffirmed his corn try’s de¬ 
termination to hold the price of gold at $35 and despite 
fast dwindling reserves has expressed the view that 
enough gold exists to meet all demands. This view is 
not shared by many bullion merchants who are inun¬ 
dated with orders. 

The most significant sequel to the pound’s devalua¬ 
tion, which, of course, has touched off the gold scram¬ 
ble, is the announcement that last June France with¬ 
drew from the International Gold Pool to which it was 
one of the right signatories. 

Members of the pool undertook to provide jointly 
and severally sufficient gold from their reserves to 
meet all current demands. The defalcation of France 
was no doubt kept secret to allay fears that de Gaulle 
was setting himself up to humble first the pound— 
which to some extent he has done—and then to attack 
the U.S. domination of the price of gold. 

If France can force the issue and compel the U.S. 
to raise the gold price and so devaluate the dollar, then 
de Gaulle believes the French franc will be so strong 
that it must be accepted as a reaerve international cur¬ 
rency with Paris supplanting London, and perhaps 
eventually New York as a prime world’s financial 
centre. 

If it were not for the U.S. promise that it will honor 
every foreign-held U.S. dollar with its gold equivalent, 
It is possible that the U.S. would have withdrawn al¬ 
together from the gold race. 

Some money experts still think that this is what 
It should do, pointing out that It is only because of the 
U.S. guarantee to buy—as well as sell—gold at $35 an 
ounce that speculation in gold continues to be popular. 

The buyer of gold at the U.S. peg price level has 
the assurance that he cannot lose money, and that any 
move in the price must be upward, but if the U.S. re¬ 
moved its gold guarantee, is there any reason to believe 
that the world price of gold would be maintained at its 
present level? 

The experts differ on this, and so far the U.S. with 
the support of the IMF and the gold pool has managed 
to weather all storms. It will probably do so again. 

On the other hand gold-produdn* countries such 
as South Africa, Canada, Australia and the U.S.S.R. 
can watch the struggle of the paper currency giants 
with some complacency as they have the metal in the 
ground to act as a partial hedge against degradation of 
the currency. In this respect, however, the price of gold 
would have to increase very significantly to restore 
the gold mining industry to prosperity because few gold 
mines today are able to operate without government 
subeidy. 

It has been estimated that for many Canadian 
gold companies the price would have to be doubled to 
make the industry economic without assistance of some 
sort. 

Of much more importance to the world as a whole, 
owever, is currency stabilization that enables the com- 
nent nationalities to trade with one another in some 
nee that values are not going to suffer repeated 
tion. Geared to the old fashioned gold standard, 
at, of course, is just what would happen. From that 
point of view the return to the “good old days” is 
unthinkable.

Why Not Fanakalo? 

PRESUMABLY SOME time in our future—perhaps 
* within the next quarter of a century if Quebec 
stays with us—an answer to Canada’s language prob¬ 
lem will be found. 

Certainly the Royal Commission on Bilingualism 
and Biculturalism might reasonably be expected to 
have reached the final stages of its study within that 
period or at least to have produced another interim 
report with some recommendation*. 

The commission at that time might well suggest 
that the only solution is that every Canadian become 
fluent in both English and French. On the other 
hand, it might find that the best way to resolve the 
issue would be to phase out one or the other language. 
AM then again it might come up with the proposal 
that a completely new study be Initiated to investigate 
the feasibility of creating a new and distinctively 
Canadian tongue. 

This, the commissioners might point out, is not 
such a far-fetched idea as many would like to believe. 
There are already in the region of some 150 principal 
languages in the world and countless sub-languages 
and dialects. 

Some of the major tongues have developed from 
similar basic lingual roots over hundreds or thousands 
of years, while others are comparatively new. Afri¬ 
kaans, for instance, is one of the newer languages 
which has only received international recognition in 
this century. 

Undoubtedly others will appear In the years to 
come. And these, in turn, will be based on other and 
older languages originally used in the areas and terri¬ 
tories In which the new tongue Is developed. One of 
the newest languages to appear, for example, Ss Fan¬ 
akalo which is widely used throughout central and 
southern Africa. 

Originally a sort of bastardized pidgin used by 
miners in that part of the world it is today generally 
understood by millions of Africans anywhere between 
the Transkie and The Congo, and though not yet 
granted international acceptance it already has its own 
dictionary. 

Fanakalo has its root* in Xhoaa and Zulu, but 
English is responsible for some 30 per cent of its vo¬ 
cabulary and Afrikaans another 25 per cent with 
fascinating results. 

A circus, for instance, is strongimani (strong¬ 
man), a zebra Is donkey ka lo football jersey (donkey 
in a striped sweater), feaklass (flrstclaas) denotes any¬ 
thing in degree from adequate to excellent and lang-. 
wan (long one) can mean tall, deep or long. 

And, of course, Fanakalo itself means “do it this 
way”—fana (be like) ka (with, of) lo (this). 

Perhaps Canada would be better off to fanakalo 

too.

Tech¬ 
nically, it is possible for any 
British firm, whether a distill¬ 
ery or a textile mill, to treat the 
14.3 devaluation as a present 
from the government, and to 
continue to have its products 
sold at the old prices while 
pocketing foe additional profit 
margin as a built-in protection 
against what are only too likely 
to be very difficult economic 
times at home. 

Very few observers expect 
precisely that to happen, but 
there is a good deal of anxiety 
in the British commercial 
mission here over just how 
much of the export bonus that 
devaluation has brought will in 
the end be passed to the 
American consumer — and 
thereby hopefully through in¬ 
creased sales to the British 
treasury. 

Ideally, the British govern¬ 
ment would no doubt like to see 
a British sporta car that used to 
sell for 32,800 now being put on 
the market for 32,400 — but 
that, with prices and therefore 
ultimately wages, rising at 
home, is thought unlikely to 
happen. 

* ★ ★ 

British sources are, however, 
hopeful that the lion's share In 
the £14 profit margin now 
available to British exporters in 
every £100 will be used tor 
price-cutting. An informed, if 
perinps optimistic, guess today 
tor example, waa that a Rolls- 
Royce Silver Cloud motorcar, 
previously selling at 115,000 
Should now be about to go into 
the showroom at 313.500. 

But the trouble of course — 
and it runs like a thread 
throughout the pattern of Brit¬ 
ish exports to America — is 
that there are not all that many 
Americans In the Rolls-Royce 
buying bracket anyway. It 
might also be said that those 
that there are, in places like 
New York, and Dallas, Texas, 
would never have allowed tham- 
selvn to be deterred from 
acquiring a status symbol by a 
simple matter of price. 

Very much the same Is true 
of the sale of sports cars — the 
only other area where British 
automobil# manufacturers have 
made anything like a break¬ 
through. There can be only 
given number of "swinging 
wealthy young men In any one 
American city, and far too 
many of them soon begin to 
have to think about a station- 
wagon for the family — an 
area in which British manu- 


tinues across the board — from 
miniskirts and Shetland sweat¬ 
ers to cigarette lighters, and 
even the proverbial bottle of 
whisky. In no case does the 
customer field look like one that 
can be revolutionized overnight; 
even the man who buys a (tor 
small-town America) sophisti¬ 
cated drink like Scotch whisky 
is normally affluent enougff to 
govern his consumption by his 
thirst and not by his purse. 

The U.K. may well now bs 
about to bring homa to Iteelf the 
ooat and expense of Its failure 
across all the post-war years to 
produce a single staple general 
product for the American 
market. If the Volkswagen were 
a British car the trade gap 
could probably be closed In a 
week — but then it could 
equally plausibly be argued that 
It would never have been there 
in the first place. For the great 
fact about the Volkswagen is, of 
course, that It has succeeded In 
a h fghly-compititive general 
market — and that is not often 
the oase with British exports, 
which by and large owe their 
success simply to the feet of 
being different, if not unique. 

★ ★ ★ 

That Is not. of course, true of 
the large semi-official contracts 
— for aircraft, rfapa or indus¬ 
trial machinery — but the 
British government has learned 
the hard way that it is not 
always price that la the deter¬ 
mining factor here. A wholesale 
reduction in all British bids tor 
industrial and engineering con¬ 
tracts could, indeed, only too 
easily raise to a gale the wind 
of protectionism that is now 
blowing through the American 
Congress. I did not really 
require the recent incident in 
which Britain lost the hoped-for 
IS-mine* wee per deal to drive 
home the lesson that any 
country la always bound to 
consult the Interests of Us own 
workers when it comes to facing 
direct foreign competition. 

* * * 

Against all this, It Is only fair 
to add, British officials here 
argue that “perhaps the most 
important aspect of devaluation 
lies in the incentive It offers to 
p r e Viously-reluctant manufac¬ 
turers to get Into the American 
export field.” That could well be 
true — and it may seem unkind 
to insist that it is a little late 
now. But the fact is that In 
most consumer product areas 
there Is not exactly a vacuum 
waiting to be filled, and what 
small price-differential gaps ap¬ 
pear in the vast mass-produc¬ 
tion, mass-consumption America 
conveyor bett have a habit, as 
in the case of radios and 
television sets, of being very 
rapidly occupied by the Japan¬ 
ese. If Britain has ever had real 
reason to rue the years the 
locusts ate after 1945, It ia 
perhaps now.

T HE cultural revolution in 
China is at ths moment in 
the stage of taotioal appease¬ 
ment, but this does not mean 
that the problem it uncovered 
or stirred up have been taken 
off the agenda.

Whaf is interesting for us at 
this moment is the fact that life 
before the cultural revolution 
had Introduced into the ranks of 


toe Chinese "middle class, 
Including the greater part of toe 
workers, toe norms and forms 
that the revolution tried to cut 
off and condemn.

It is not accidental that toe 
first blow and wrath of the 
cultural revolution struck "tile 
middle class,” and primarily 
the cream of the Chinese 
intelligentsia, including the lead¬ 
ing potty intelligentsia. In addi¬ 
tion to entire sets of cultural 
and artistio circles, the leading 
personalities of tile powerful 
department for propaganda of 
toe Communist party's oentral 
committee also came under the 
sword of the cUMural revolution. 

... It Is not accidental that 
from the ranks of members of 
toe Chinese "middle class 
came the moat open opposition 
or passive resistance, toward 
tile extremes or toe old norms 
which the cultural revolution 
endeavored to revive. Person¬ 
ally I saw the negative reaction 
of serious people, perhaps toe 
great majority of the population 
over 30 years of age, st the 
scenes of excesses and exalta¬ 
tions of toe young revolution¬ 
aries in Peking streets. These 
scenes were probably planned to 
provoke the rising ot the 
revolutionary temperature and 
the fighting spirit. The true 
effects often were quite the 
contrary. 

These processes and 
dilemmas are stiti far from the 
point when they could be 
oonsidared settled, although at 
the moment the events have 
taken & somewhat more placid 
course. That is also one at the 
reasons why my replies to the 
posed questions have not been 
given in a direct and an 


modem technology. 

Statistics present a dark 
picture. In the world market of 
licences, whose importance is 
great in the general economy.

Europe’s economy is primar¬ 
ily oriented towards satisfying 
immediate demands. Twenty- 
five per cent of the total 
production of the U.S.S.R. is 
consumer goods; In the U.S.A. 
It is S3 per cent; In Germany it 
is nearly 50 per bent. In other 
words, Europeans consume 
relatively more than the citizens 
of the two super-powers. The 
margin necessary to assure 
their future is clearly insuffici¬ 
ent. To this must be added the 
desperate shortage of qualified 
technicians. In 1966 Western 
Europe had approximately 
520,000 technically skilled work¬ 
ers, while in the United States 
the figure was 1 , 160,000 scien¬ 
tists and technicians. 

These few facts show the true 
causa ot the "technological 
gap” and indicate necessary 
remedies. If they wont to 
survive, Europeans will have to 
understand that it is ridiculous 
to try to finance progress in the 
midst of the second technical 
revolution with just a part of 
their surplus. Heavy sacrifices

Provinces Play with Fire 


The last thing Canada needs 
at this stage is a conference 
involving all 10 provinces at 
which each is invited to 
proiwse changes to the consti¬ 
tution. 

But that is exactly what will 
be done for four days, starting 
Monday, at the Confederation 
for Tomorrow Conference, 
sponsored by Premier 
Robarts in Toronto. 

★ ★ ★ 

Attorney-general Bonner 
who will represent this prov¬ 
ince, sums up Ihe fears many 
in B.C. feel about the prob¬ 
able outcome of these talks 
when he says: "To invite 
discussion is to court dissen¬ 
sion." 

Bonner adds: "By rearrang¬ 
ing the bricks in the constitu¬ 
tional chimney we can ob¬ 
viously come up with a 
variety of designs, none of 
which would ensure the 
chimney draws any better.’'

Obviously B.C. can produce 
a list of proposed changes to 
the constitution, as long as the 
attorney-general’j arm. 
Transfer of offshore minerals 
to the provinces, provincial 
port authorities, provincial 
powers for granting bank 
charters are among those 
mentioned in recent weeks by 
Bonner himself.

Premier Bennett insists,

Any such move is certain to 
meet strong opposition from 
B.C. and Alberta as well as 
other provinces.

Hw adds: “We don't wish 
this to be altered externally 
or to Alter the culture of any 
other province.”

B.C. isn’t seeking a con¬ 
frontation on the Quebec 
issue. Bonner says to do so 
gratitiously wouldn't "ad¬ 
vance the state of the nation.’* 
But he warns of one thing

"One point I’ll state plainly 
is not negotiable — that is the 
British connection and the 
symbolism of the crown in 
Canada," the attorney-geTipr.il 
says.

Moreover, vitamins before 
drinks made volunteers more 
accuarately perform psycho¬ 
logical tasks calling for lls- 
cemment and discrimination. 
In fact, their performances 
were on average rather better 
than when they were stone 
cold sober. 

These findings from Pro¬ 
fessor Leonard Goldberg’s de¬ 
partment of alcolhol research 
result from experiments on 16 
policemen designed to test an 
old belief by doctors and 
medical students that big ( 
doses of B vitamins can help 
the drinker to sober up. 

★ ★ ★ 

The volunters first had their 
reaction times tested by so¬ 
phisticated Instruments. Then 
half of them were given a 
“shot” of water-soluble vita¬ 
mins followed by a dose ag 
straight whisky proportionate 
to their body weight. The rest 
were given a placebo instead 
of the vitamins before taking 
their whisky. 

★ ★ ★ 

Nobody knw who got what 
until the results were ana¬ 
lyzed. 

Apart from rating them¬ 
selves less intoxicated after 
vitamins than after the place¬ 
bo, the volunteers gave con¬ 
sistently better scores when 
tested for "choice reaction 
time.” They had to press one 
of three light keys in response 
to different colored light sig¬ 
nals. 

★ ★ ★ 

The blood alcohol level was, 
however, about the same in 
both treated and untreated 
groups. 

In these experiments the 
vitamins were given intraven¬ 
ously before the alcohol was 
downed. If similar results can 
be achieved by taking the 


same preparation after drink- a similarly effective oral 
ing. It should not be difficult for in the shape of the first 
for some drug house to devise authentic antidrinking "pill.”

UVic psychology pmfessor Dr. Gordon Hobson recently 
wrote to the division of narcotic control in Ottawa, seeking 
information on the possiblity o# doing research.

The reply was that it is illegal to possess maripuana even 
for study. Division chief R. C. Hammond added thi3 
interesting statement in his letter to Dr. Hobson: 

". . There would appear to be no value whatsoever in 

experimental work »*nt >s either designed to condemn 
marijuana which is already condemned, or to cast it out of 
the position that has he-»n taken internationally.” 

You don’t have to be a marijuanff*tiser — which I am not 
—- to interpret this statement as: the law is the law, and don't 
try to change it with' facts.

MODERN TRAFFIC 

"The new bridge will be able 
to take modern traffic. The old 
bridge which is still is use, only 
has room for single lane traffic 
and is dangerous. Especially in 
wet weather when the bridge's 
wooden floor is treacherous," he 
■aid. 

He observed that there have 
been numerous bad traffic 
accidents on the bridge. 

Mr. Slemko said the chamber 
has been wanting the steel 
bridge for years and hoped it 
would be in operation before 
Christmas. 

POST - CHRISTMAS 

"Don't expect to carry any 
Christmas presents across the 
bridge this year,” one of the 
construction workers said, how¬ 
ever. 

The bridge will have a 
■tandard 28-foot roadway with a 
pedestrian sidewalk on each

"It’s a small bridge and they 
ahouldn’t have much trouble in 
putting it up.

The Port of Victoria will die 
on the vine unless steps are 
taken quickly to improve the 
facilities it offers to shipping. 

The statement is not mine. 
It comes from the harbor and 
transportation committee of 
the Victoria Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, which is seriously 
perturbed by a steady decline 
since 1963 in the number of 
ships that are using the Ogden 
Point Docks. 


There is not a single crane 
or similar loading equipment 
on any of the CNR docks 
here, according to the com¬ 
mittee findings. All loading 
depends on the visiting ships 
own loading facilities. 

"This is a big difference 
from Vancouver where many 
of the docks have the most 
modern loading devices," says 
Mr. Farmer. "We are not 
asking for cranes, but we do 
want better dockside storage 
space and freedom of move¬ 
ment around the ships for 
loading." 


In 1964 the Port was visited 
by 363 ships of 3,073,343 gross 
tons; in 1965 there were 338 
ships of 3,037,333 tons and in 
1966 the figure had dropped to 
279 ships of 2,713.064 tons. 

This year the figures will be 
even lower.

Doctors Go Shopping 


Careful Planning Helps 
To Pay for Essentials 


By JOHN MATTERS 
Doctors at Royal Jubilee 
Hoepital are finding out that all 
the time and thought It takes to 
assemble a $255,720 shopping 
list is having its rewards. 

Almost two years ago, a 
committee of the hospital's 
medical staff was organized to 
weigh the many equipment 
needs and put them on a list in 
order of their priorities. 
LIMITED FUNDS 
Already this year, Royal 
Jubilee's board of directors and 
British Columbia Hoepital In¬ 
surance Service have approved 
the purchase of $122,000 worth 
of necessities, but there is still 
$133,343 more for Which money 
has to be found. 

"Certainly, there are many 
things we would like, but when 
the funds are limited you have 
to establish what comes first 
and what is the best value per 
dollar per patient,” explained 
Dr. A. C. Pickles, Jubilee's 
executive director.

“No matter how much you 
would like to develop those 
apecial kinds of care, you still 
have to look after many* ordi¬ 
nary diseases. Ihere is a lot of 
equipment we need for what 
can be considered routine 
care.” 

The B.C. Hospital Insurance 
Service covers one-third of the 
cost of new equipment. For 
example, something which costs 
$3,000 would need a local 
contribution of only $2,000. 

Dr. Pickles said the commit¬ 
tee had proved such a thought¬ 
ful and workable process that 
this year its functions were 
extended to include advising the 
hospital’s board on services as 
well as equipment. 

Royal Jubilee's venture Into 
coronary care and the opening 
of Its kidney machine unit were 
among the recommendations 
of its doctors. Such facilities 
require heavy commitments to 
operating costs — the salaries 
of specialist nurses and techni¬ 
cians, for example — as well as

“We will try to Identify the 
problem and attempt to re¬ 
solve It when work is resum¬ 
ed,” Mr. Allen said. 


“All union members at 
Sproat, Franklin and Cameron 
divisions are requested to re¬ 
turn to work at the regular 
time, on their regular shifts, 
on Monday,” he said. 

The union has disclaimed all 
responsibility for the strike, 
which it said originated 
among the men themselves, 
starting with a grievance at 
the Sproat Lake division. 

Fallen at Sproat Lake 
claimed oomparty employees 
who were laid off In Septem¬ 
ber had not been re-employed 


when contractors were hiring 
outside help. 

The fallen feared “a grow¬ 
ing company policy erf using 
sub-contractors, constituting a 
growing threat to job secur¬ 
ity.” 

The job security angle also 
apparently activated the walk¬ 
out by employees at Franklin 
River and Cameron divisions, 
where an internal union battle 
over seniority led to a brief 
walkout last June. 

★ ★ ★ 

A dissident group at Frank¬ 
lin at that time walked out 
over a change in company 
policy, which saw the adjoin¬ 
ing Franklin and Cameron 
divisions treated as one tor 
seniority purposes. 

Union officials claimed that 
the change in policy was a de¬ 


cision of the majority of the 
union membership, tar it pro¬ 
vided greater job protection. 

Seniority rights apply in 
both divisions. 

The union executive used 
the example of a man being 
laid off because of bad wea¬ 
ther in Franklin River, going 
to Cameron and taking senior¬ 
ity over a junior. 

★ * * 

Strong opposition to this has 
continued among some Frank¬ 
lin and Cameron loggers, not¬ 
ably those led by Ben Fart as. 

Farkas said the company 
and the union had no right to 
change the master agreement, 
which decrees separate sen¬ 
iority for each operation. 

Union members in other 
divisions denied they had any 


quarrel with union officers. 
“Our beef is strictly with com¬ 
pany policy regarding con¬ 
tractors,” one spokesman 
said. 


IWA members in mills, and 
not on strike, were concerned 
Saturday in case they too 
might find thqmselves in¬ 
volved in something they knew 
little about. 

The feeling Saturday around 
town, where 4,000 people be¬ 
long to the union, was that if 
the strikers have a real griev¬ 
ance, the union should be 
wholeheartedly behind them. 

If there was no real basis 
for the strike, then the union 
should take positive steps to 
safeguard employment for the 
rest.

Violinist Dies 

BURNABY, B.C. (CP)—Fu- 
neraJ services have been held 
for former musician Norman 
Ttyorp, 79. English-born and 
with a music professorship 
from Leipzig University, he 
settled in Canada before the 
first World War and became 
weil-known as a professional 
violinist. 


JERICHO, Occupied Jordan — The lowest gambling hell in 
the world lies hard by the shore of the Dead Sea, 1,291 feet 
below sea level. Nowhere on the face of the earth can you get 
lower, not at Charles Town or Suffolk Downs, not even at 
Aqueduct on a Tuesday in November. 

The gambling hell has no official name. Call it Dead itea 
Downs or Qumran Park. It is a little Shoeless Joe of a 
racetrack on the desert, at present a casualty of last June'* six- 
day war but in its time a centre of cheerful debauchery in a 
region where sin isn’t exactly an innovation. (After all. when 
Joshua brought the waits of Jericho tumbling down, the only 
house in town left standing was that of Rabat), the harlot.) 

Dead Sea Downs site beside the highway leading south from 
Jericho. A faded wooden sign over the gate shows a running 
horse with a jockey in silks, snd squiggly Arabic lettering 
identified It as the “Course for Horses Arabian.” 

The track is a cne-mUe oval of sand orusted with little white 
drifts of salt, overgrown now with clumps of thorny bumet 
called netish, meaning "scratcher.” Except for a panel or two 
of fence at the finish line, the inside rail consists of rusty oil 
drums set on end, and a low ridge of sand substitutes for an 
outside rail. 

* * ★ 

What’s left of the grandstand looks out across the saltiest 
puddle in creation, steely under the fierce sun, to the Moab 
Mountains on the east shore. Behind the stand a rude fence 
encloses the paddock walking ring, and behind that rise stark 
cliffs pitted with caves where the Dead Saa scrolls lay hidden 
tor 2,000 years. 

Today the grandstand is just a grand place to stand, a roofed 
platform like the New Haven station platform at Rye or 
Greenwich. Before the war it had chairs for the beauty and 
chivalry of Jordan, who gathered each winter Sunday to play 
the ponies and the camel race that concluded each program. 
Everybody says the Bed.uin jockeys pulled their camels. 

In the spring racing moved across the Jordan River to 
Amman, the capital, so Dead Sea Downs was idle when the war 
came. Now that Israel occupied this West Bank territory, 
neither the horses nor the horseplayers are welcome back. 

At ite peak. Dead Sea Downs must have been something, 
but not much like Saratoga when the games were running at 
Canfield’s or Riley’s or Piping Rock. A player who tapped out 
at the track could repair to die Dead Sea Hotel on the lake 
share where Sharif Ben Nasser provided an opportunity to 
recoup at baccarat or roulette. 

. * ★ ★ 

Ben Nlaser, uncle of King Hussein and formerly Jordan's 
prime minister, ts an Arabic version of James Cox Brady, 
president of the New York Racing Association, and Ogden 
Phipps, chairman of the Jockey Club. HJs huge racing string is 
the Middle Eastern equivalent of the Phipps family'* Wheatley 
stable, and last month, when ihe Shah of Iran threw a 
coronation for himself, Sharif sent his gaudiest steeds to dress 
up the show. 

Ben Nssser is a tycoon of many parte, though some of his 
most profitable enterprises might not appeal to the Messrs. Cox 
and Phipps. His Dead Sea Hotel was an embarrassment to the 
King because things went on there which might be all right in 
other seashore resorts like Sodom or Atlantic City but, in the 
opinion of local Bedouins, tended to give this neighborhood a 
bad name. 

Twenty-one centuries ago this land was occupied hy the 
Essene sect, an extraordinarily strict religious body, soma of 
whose Puritanism seems to have survived. At any rate, Uncle 
Ben’s casino finally was shut down, ostensibly because of illegal 
gambling, which was the least of its pleasures. 

♦ * * 

In a way it's too bad that there’s no racing here now for 
this it where it all started. There is a legend that when 
Mohammed was wheeling snd dealing, he turned loose a herd 
of horses on the desert within sight of water. As they raced to 
drink, % trumpeter sounded recall. Most of the steeds ran on 
but those that wheeled back in obedience became the 
foundation stock for Mohammed’s breeding operation. 

That's how the expression, "Improvement of the breed.” 
began, but of course horses had been used for cavalry earlier. 
In .the MftqqatMP, pipf ab out 170 B.C. . Lydias le d a forc e of 
100,000 foot soldiers, 20 l »0 horses, and 32 elephants to subdue' 
the Jews. The campaign was bad for Eleazar, brother of 
Lydias. He got hit on the head with a falling elephant and 
snuffed it. 

As hittory goes in these parte, all this is modem. 
Archaeologists have established there were people here in the 
mesolithic era. at least 10,000 years ago, snd everybody knows 
tost where you have people you have horseplayers, cxerpt 
maybe in Appleton, Wis. Not even Max Hlrsch goes back that

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Human Baboons Available 


Sprout—Then Plant 


By M. V. CMESNUT 


WHICH SIDE IS UPf (A.L., 
Duncan) — It is pretty hard to tell 
which is the top and which the bottom 
when planting tubers of the hardy 
outdoor cyclamen. Hie much larger 
bulbs of the indoor Persiah cyclamen 
are much more clearly marked, for the 
bottom of the tuber is rotmded while the 
top is dished or hollowed, but the 
chunky little tubers of Cyclamen coum 
and C. neapolitanum don’t have any 
easily recognized distinguishing marks. 

When you are dealing with any bulbs 
where you don’t know which side is up, 
a good stunt is to sprout them before 
planting out. 

Simply bed them down in a shallow 
box of damp peat moas, holding them a t 
ordinary room temperatures, until the 
first signs of sprouting appear, then 
plant with the sprout uppermost. 

It . is very important with these hardy 
outdoor types of cyclamen not to plant 
too deeply. The tubers should be 
covered with not more than an inch of 
soil.

WOODIJCE PROBLEM (F.McH., 
Victoria) — Unrem i tting warfare is the 
only answer to woodlice. You haven’t an 


earthly chance of cleaning them out 
with only a stogie treatment of any 
chemical insecticide. 

Tidiness and overall cleanliness in 
the garden is a big factor here. 

Try to keep the plaoe free freen litter 
and Junk which could serve aa breeding 
grounds for these pests, and keep thetr 
favorite haunts dusted Mbeialiy and 
frequently with chkrdane or DDT dust. 


RUSSIAN OLIVE (H.J.M., Victoria) 
— Your thorny ahnub with the willow¬ 
like silvery leaves is a Russian OHve, 
botanlcally Elaeagnus angustifoba, and 
sometines called Oleaster or Trebizond 
Date. 

The plant may be trained either as a 
single-stemmed tree, p e n din g a height 
of about 30 feet, or aa a somewhat 
shorter many-stemmed shrub. 

The plant ts valued tor its fine form 
and silvery grey- g re en foliage rather 
than for its blossoms, which are 
inconspicuous. 

The fruits are supposed to be edible 
or at least good for Jelly, but I don't 
recall ever seeing fruit an a Russian 
OHve in this country. Perhaps we don’t 
have the right Mnd of pollinating 
insects. 


FRUITLESS FRUIT TREE (P.H.R., 
Breatwood) — If a fruit tree has never 
borne any bioaeon*, supplying it with a 
"husband” won’t help ft come into 
bearing any sooner. 


The need for a mate is indicated 
when a tree blossoms freely but aborts 
its tiny fruftleta through lack of cmn- 
poDination. 


In such a case, the moat simple 
remedy is to plant another tree of a 
different but compatible variety. 


A plant has no seat organa whatever 
except within Ms blossoms, so obviously, 
pollination problems can arise only 
when there are blossoms to be 
pollinated. 


When a tree reaches the normal age 
for blossoming and bearing fruit without 
producing any bfeaaoms, it could be 
from tno-deep planting or from a diet 
too high in nitrogen. 

To check on depth of planting, make 
sure the graft union is not buried; this 
is the swelling where the "tame” top is 
grafted on to “wild” roots. 

If you suspect too rich a diet, allow 
the grass to grow over the rooting area 
and suspend all fertilizer applications.

WASHINGTON — The Na¬ 
tional Catholic Society for 
Animal Welfare has strongly 
objected to using live baboons 
in automotive safety testa at 
the Ford Motor Company. 

The society claimed the use 
of baboons was "cruel and 
mean" but Ford came back 
and said the teats were far 
more meaningful than those 
in which dummies were uaed. 

The tests included the use 
of an air bag. Those baboons 
who used the air bag on 
impact of crashes up to 64 
miles an hour survived. The 
baboons who didn't have the 
air bags for protection were 
killed. 

★ ★ ★ 

I am afraid I have to go 
along with the animal welfare 
society in this one. Why 
should animal baboons be the 
patsy for tests that will save 
human beings? 

Probably Ford first got the 


idea because there are so 
many human baboons driving 
cars these days that they 
thought they might get as 
close to the real thing as they 
could. Of course you oould say 
the same thing for dummies 
that are driving around. 

It seems to me that a 
compromise should be found 
that would satisfy both the 
animal welfare people and the 
automotive safety people. 

♦ ★ ★ 

The solution is to use real 
people in the safety tests, at 
least those that correspond to 
the physical appearance and 
mental ability of baboons. 

If we know that human 
beings can take this tre¬ 
mendous punishment, then we 
can apply these findings to 
baboons and the baboons 
won't have to be sacrificed to 
an industry they couldn't care 
less about i 

The next question Is where 


do we find the human beings 
for the auto safety experi¬ 
ments, at least one* that took 
and act like baboons when 
they’re driving a car? The 
answer is that they’re every¬ 
where. 

* * * 

Everybody knows at least 
one, usually the man or 
woman in front of him when 
he’s driving his own car. 

But it would be unfair to 
enlist this person in the 
experiment because while he 
might took like a baboon to 
you, you might look like a 
baboon to somebody else. 

The only fair way to select 
human beings for these auto 
safety teats is by the point 
system. Some places now 
provide that after a certain 
number of offences the driver 
loses his licence. This has 
worked great hardship on 
many people who need their 


automobiles far their work 
and personal welfare. 

Instead of losing their 
licences, these drivers could 
be sentenced by the judge to 
go to Detroit and report for 
auto safety experiments. 

If they survived the experi¬ 
ments, they would be per¬ 
mitted to keep their licences. 
For those who didn't survive 
the tests, nothing would be 
tost, because on the basis of 
the way they drove they 
wouldn’t live much longer 
anyway. 

★ ★ ★ 

Most animal baboons 1 
talked to think this Idea has 
merit. The consensus was that 
they don’t mind going up in 
space, and they're even will¬ 
ing to participate in cancer 
experiments. But they feel 
they shouktot be wasted in 
auto safety tests, particularly 
since there are so many 
human baboons available.

The Port of Victoria will die 
on the vine unless steps are 
taken quickly to improve the 
facilities it offers to shipping. 

The statement is not mine. 
It comes from the harbor and 
transportation committee of 
the Victoria Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, which is seriously 
perturbed by a steady decline 
since 1963 in the number of 
ships that are using the Ogden 
Point Docks. 


Monday George Farmer,

SjraopnU: Maude ud Bey Perrett are 
By In* feefr small Piper alrpteae to the 
Bahamas. They crossed the continent to Pains 
Beaoh, feel? jumping-off petat. aad filed the 
special flight piaa required for piercing the 
Air Defence Zone off the Atlaatfe Coast only 
te nut into heavy clouds sa their declared 
eoarse. They ealled Miami Badlo for Instruc¬ 
tion*, bat were beyond range. Looking around, 
half expecting Jrl interceptors, they debate 
their aext move ... 


We circled on the Defence Line, 
our five-minute allowable toler¬ 
ance ticking away. There were 
only two alternatives —climb above 
the clouds or dive under them, 
both of which called for an altered 
flight plan. Climbing would take 
more time , so ice dived for the sea, 
advising Miami Radio of our 
altered course, on the theory that 
their powerful receivers could 
probably hear us, even if we could 
not hear them.' 

We came don'll out of the clouds at 4,000 feet, 
looking over our shoulders half-expecting an 
interception, bin we were alone over a turquoise 
sea. Even our Piper Clipper seemed pleased with 
the tang of the salt air after so many miles of 
hot, dry cross-country flying. We peered ahead 
for our first landfall, half in fear that we had 
made some error in our navigation. We checked 
our watches minute by minute. 

Suddenly it was there—Grand Bahama Island, 
bathed in brilliant sunshine and set like a jewel in 
the blue-green sea. with sparkling white beaches 
stretching for miles and pleasure boats every¬ 
where. It was even more beautiful than the color 
pictures in the magazine article which brought us 
here! 

We circled West End. with its huge Jack Tar 
Hotel and Country Club, where we had 
reservations, and nearby Freeport, the glittering 
new Riviera of the Caribbean, taking in the sights 
before touching down at West End, having 
covered 3.500 miles since leaving Victoria. 
Customs took only a moment and minutes later we 
were installed in the Jack Tar where a miniature 
'‘train" was standing by to take tourists on a tour 
of the huge resort. 

West End is the ideal base for fishermen, 
overlooking the Gulfstream as it does. It is 
paradise for those who want to hook the big ones, 
and for the less adventuresome who are content 
to prow4 the shallows for bonefish—the "silver 
bullets" of the Bahamas. Freeport Is the 
glamorous casino resort with gambling and night 
life spicing the many daytime attractions—and all 
tax-free! 

Next day it was a 130-mile hop over the 
painted sea to New Providence Island and 
Nassau, arriving there just ahead of Air Canada’s 
regular flights from Toronto. We dipped our 
wings in salute but got no response, the captain 
being more considerate of his fare-paying 
passengers. 

We booked into the Montagu Beach Hotel, one 
of Nassau's biggest resorts, complete with private 
beach, swimming pool, acres of garden and every 
possible attraction. 

We dined at the famous Royal Victoria Hotel, 
made even more famous by the novel and movie 
Gone with the Wind. Our host was Hans 
Groenhoff. noted aviation writer who is now 
aviation editor for the Bahamas ministry of 
tourism, and his charming wife, Fran.

"Rhet Butler stayed here, right in this hotel. 
In the blockade-running days," Hans informed us. 

“As a rtiatter of fact the Royal Victoria 
stayed open ana served meals around the clock to 
the freebooters who made their headquarters in 
these waters." he said. 

Sitting there sipping Planter’s Punches, 
Maude and I half expected to see Rhet, 
Blackbeard or Calico Jack Raekham come 
striding in. for history walks with the tourist in 
Nassau. The island waters were a haven for these 
characters and many more. The towers and forts 
of pirate days are still here. 

Even long after the pirates were all hanged, 
chased away or pardoned, other adventurers have 
found the Caribbean waters a convenient lair for 
undercover activities. With Rhet Butler it was 
blockade running trading the South’s cotton and 
heirlooms for guns and ammunition. 

In more recent days It was rum running. 
Fortunes were made in the era of United Stales 
prohibition. 

Today the gold comes from another source— 
from tourists, like ourselves, who flock here to 
enjoy the Trade Wind climate which Is about as 
perfect as it can be. The gentle breezes from 
Africa blow so steadily that the native sailboats 
can malntai .1 schedules between the islands, 
regardless of the direction which they sail. 

At the Montagu, we met Bill Brine, a young 
lad from New Westminster who is employed at 
the resort and together we flew around New 
Providence in the Piper, Bill pointing out the 
sights. Another Canadian, Ed Poole, announces 
the glamorous Water Ballet Show, so we felt very 
much at home. 

Money transactions were in familiar sur¬ 
roundings too—most of the banks are Canadian! 
The shops and resorts accept Canadian. American 
or Bahamian money (including thofe crazy 
three-dollar bills) without question. Canadian 
liquor is plentiful here, and cheap. You can buy it 
in tiny, single-serving bottles or huge jugs which 
require a wheelbarrow for transportation. 

Maude visited the hairdresser—the prices 
were about the same as at home—broused in the 
slick Bay Street shops where perfume and 
imported gifts are dirt cheap, and haggled with 
natives In the colorful straw market. We rented a 
Volkswagen and squeezed our way through the 
narrow streets, driving on the “wrong” side of 
the road, sharing it with bicycles, carts, foot 
traffic and little European cars. 


The days and nights were filled wijth exciting 
diversions and we hated to leave this paradise, 
but we had reservations at George I Town, on 
Great Exuma bland, 150 miles to thelsouth, on* 
of the exotic Oat-Islands, where we waited to see 
Bahamian life at a different tempo. Nassau flight 
officials didn’t feel a flight-plan essential, but we 
insisted (still being a little "chicken^ over the 
water) on filing one, and were off. j 

Our tittle plane leaped off the sea-level 
Nassau runway and eagerly pointed itp red nose 
southward over the turquoise ocean, lita waters 
like liquid sunshine—so clear that we* could see 
the oottom, a slow-motion wonderland iof colorful 
coral. Five great ocean liners lay berthed in 
Nassau harbor as we flew by. . 

Again we flew at 7,500 feet, above jnoat of the 
"cotton candy” snapping pictures of ttie passing 
acene. Before long the Exuma Cays were in sight, 
a 90-mile-long necklace of jade green bleces with 
Great Exuma as the pendant, dangljng on the 
end. Picturesque name* such as Rudder Cut Cay, 
Deadman’a Cay and Brigantine Cay [made our 
dead-reckoning navigation an exciting adventure. 

George Town proved to be a small settlement, 
a plantation in the slave days with walls and 
buildings of that era still in use. It had none of 
the carnival atmosphere of other resort 
towns—no television, few telephones and little 
air conditioning Life moved at a leisure pace 
here smack on the Tropic of Cancer and we 
loved It. 

Prince Philip had stayed at the Peace and 
Plenty Club and. not to be outdone, we stayed 
there too. It lived up to its Intriguing name with 
only informal luxury between us and untouched 
tropical nature. Colorful banana birds shared the 
goodies at the table with every meal, and nob*dy 
seemed to mind at all. We met two other couples 
here who had also flown In light planes from the 
U.S. mainland. 

Bone fishing proved exciting — the shallow 
waters teemed with these fighters — and red 
snappers were plentiful too. Some of our friends 
bagged two turtles fully four feet across, and we 
saw a 10-foot shark, which, fortunately, ignored 
our lines. 

With a fellow tourist from Stockholm, wo flew 
around the Island to view some property he had

before the Great Plains, the 
Rockies—and then more than 2,880 
miles would fly by before we 
reached sea level again, at mont- 
rcal, where the St. Lawrence River 
flows 1,000 miles down to the 
Atlantic. 

Morning brought a white world 
with Christmas card scenes unreel¬ 
ing as the train neared Revelstoke.

dosed in on the Bow River and the 
solemn conifers, but the peaks of the 
Rockies caught the last rays of the 
sun, and their gleaming glaciers and 
snowfields blazed with light,. Stonn 
Mountain held a ring of gold-topped 
dark-bellied clouds around its peak. 

The lights of Calgary twinkled a 
friendly welcome, which was re¬ 
peated many times as we sped 
through Alberta and S.tskatchcwan 
in the night. We advanced our 
watches one hour when we reached 
the central time zone at Swift 
Current. We passed through Moose 
Jaw and Pasqua. which is Indian for 
prairie, and Regina, the western 
training headquarters for the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police.' 

If there hud b en time, we would 
have like to explore every friendly 
prairie city and town, meet the 
citizens, walk under the wide starry 
skies that stretch from h-l izon to 
horizon in uncluttered serenity. 

Prairie sunrise started with deep 
rose deepening to crimson at the 
sliver edge of the eastern horizon, 
and spreading a path of warm color 
on the wide expanse of whiteness, 
broken only by a grain elevator or 
cluster of farm buildings. 

At Winnipeg, where we left the 
train, the bright sun on new snow 
was dazzling, and we walked under 
the high blue dome of the sky, 
enjoying the icy air, exploring the 
city and stopping to chat with Its 
friendly citizens. We had a look st 
the shops, including a Polish saus¬ 
age shop, and we admired the 
stalely Manitoba Parliament Build- 


All the way to Tsawwassen, the 
grey sea churned and seabirds cried 
in the clouds. Wind-tattered curtains 
of mist parted to disclose the vivid 
beauty of tlie Gulf Islands. As the 
ferry headed into Active Puss, red 
ribbons of cloud brightened the 
western sky, but as we docked, the 
promised sunset was swallowed by a 
■blanket of grey, and the sad color 
Imp ised itself ctn the sea again. But 
the fugitive sun was still in the sky 
somewhere, and we would capture it 
on ■ the snowy prairies and in ice- 
touched Ontario and Quebec. 

The transcontinental rushed 
grandly through the night, leaving 
the winking lights of Vancouver and 
the communities of the Fraser 
Valley.

The Ukrainian Christmas was in 
progress and colored lights were 
vivid against the snow. The Russian 
churches with their distinctive onion 
domes are very much a part of the 
Winnipeg scene, and there was a 
sign in front of one church telling of 
"perigys for sale." We tried some 
and found them to be very good- 
little dumplings with various fillings 
of cheese, meat or rice. Later, we 
enjoyed an excellent Ukrainian 
dinner which included the perigys 
and also cabbage rolls, and borscht, 
which is a rich beet soup. 

On the train headed east again, 
id a new set of travellers to get 
acquainted with: the grandmother 
on her way to visit her daughter and 
grandson, "ray first grandson, and 
just a month old" she told us 
proudly. There were young men and 
women going to jobs or travelling to 
a new piace with hope of finding 
work. There were women returning 
to home town after a shopping trip, 
farmers, business men. All kinds of 
faces;. hopeful, sad, contented, re¬ 
signed. curious. 

When the train allowed a 30- 
nriuute or longer stop, it was fun for 
no to hop off the train with one or 
two new friends for a brisk walk 
through a strange town, perhaps go 
lor pie and coffee at the town cale, 
chat with the local people. 

Once, after a midnight atop with 
some night owl friends, we were 
thrilled to see the Northern Lights 
flickering as we returned to the 
tr a i n . We were so entranced at the 
right of the shimmering blues and 
greens in the sky that we hardly 
■otteed the cold—it was well below 
aero in the little Ontario town. 

Fort William. Ontario, is at the 
mouth of the Kaministiquia River, 
which is Indian for "twisting 
wafer.’* Wabatongushi is the name 
of a lake, and other interesting river 
names which caught our nodoe are;

At Toronto's huge Union Station,

a relative or friend In the hurrying 
cro wds, when a familiar voiee called 
out: “Alice, Peter!" 

We were whisked away Into the 
bright lights and whirling traffic 
past the Royal York Hotel, over the 
Gardiner Expressway to a fine old 
ledstone house where more friends 
and relatives waited to welcome us. 

Skaters glided on the rink in front 
of Ihe new city hall in Nathan 
Phillips Square. A pert girl in blue 
lot* us on a tour of the ultra 
modem building, and we learned 
that the great Finnish architect, the 
late Viljo Re veil designed the twin- 


columned edifice with the centra 
rotunda. 

R seemed Incredible that people 
were doing anything so ordinary as 
paying their utility bills in this 
inspired building! We rather 
expected to see ballet dancers in 
gilded costumes floating about to 
celestial music! 

An icy wind blew off Lake Ontario 
the day we took the ferry to almost- 
deserted Centre Island, but in Tor¬ 
onto’s. hot and humid summers, 
Torontonians flock to Its cool beaches. 

We toured the greenhouses of the 
Ontario Horticultural Society, and 
Peter chatted with the gardeners 
about growing conditions for various 
plants and shrubs of Toronto and 
Victoria. Rhododendrons, a popular 
shrub In Victoria, will not tolerate 
the frigid winters of Toronto. But 
there were interesting plants, includ¬ 
ing beautiful water lilies; and we 
also admired the gorgeous red and 
white poinsettias flourishing in the 
scientifically controlled climate of 
the greenhouse*. 

We rode the subway and explored 
tt>e shops of Queen Street, and 
admired the castle Casa Loma, 
where workmen were climbing high 
ladders to take Christmas decora¬ 
tions down. We visited O'Keefe 
Centre and Maple Leaf Gardens, 
tried Japanese food and drank a 
glass of the Jewish wine, Mazol Tov, 
with an old friend. 

We made new friends and Invited 
them to visit us in Vlotarla. We 
enjoyed the gatherings at the homes 
of relatives where sumptuous din¬ 
ner* of Ukrainian food were spread 
out on snowy cloths. 

What an aura of excitement hung 
over Montreal even in early 1967! 
The Intense cold. 10 degrees below 
zero when our train pulled into 
Windsor Station, seemed to have no 
effect on the lively crowds of 
Montreallers hurrying purposefully 
along Sherbrooke and Catherine 
Streets. (Probably exchanging Christ¬ 
mas presents as in Victoria!) 


sun-silvered gleams to the roaring 
ice-filled river below. 

Magnificent, beautiful falls which 
attract droves of people, and where 
some have met death 

As the cabbie told us with a 
touch of melancholy in his voice; 
"Lots of couples start their wedded 
life here, and sometimes, if the 
marriage doesn't work, they come 
back here to end it." Not ail deaths 
were suicide, some were pensona 
who fell in or got' swept out of boats. 

At Sarnia, we viewed the vast 
industrial complex known as 
Canada's "chemical valley,” which 
includes plastic and synthetic rubber 
plants, Polymer. Sun Oil. and many 
more. Ttoere were tanks of all size# 
and tall chimneys spouting flame, or 
black grey and white smoke. At 
night the Industrial area looked like 
a miniature citv — there were so 
many bright lights. 

It was snowing at Sarnia when 
we left, and there was a blizzard 
blowing at Toronto as we boarded 
the train for the West Coast. We 
wondered if it would be raining in 
Victoria! 

It mas cloudy when our train 
pulled into Vancouver, but the 
overcast sky didn’t seem to bother 
the happy crowds lined up to view 
the Centennial Train. 

Then we were on a ferry headed 
for Swartz Bay. and big patches of 
blue showed in the grey blanket of 
sky. A stiff wind came up and blew 
some clouds away from the sun. and 
toe re were rainbows in the direction 
of Vancouver Island. But as we 
docked the sky darkened again, and 
seabirds moaned with the wind- 
making us feel truly at_home! 

By the time we reached our front 
gate, there was a regular gale 
blowing, and the huge guardian fir 
tree beside our front gate did a 
frantic dance of welcome. It was a 
wonderful homecoming even if we 
were greeted by a gale! 

We had seen something of 
Canada, had visited old friends and 
made new ones, had shivered in real 
winter weather, had shared the 
marvel of Northern Lights and tlie 
fragile beauty of a rainbow arched 
above a choppy sea. 

We came home to a n<-ur 
appreciation of the rain, knowing 
that under Its coaxing, daffodils 
push their wav to the light fast. 

Home to 'Victoria from home in 
Canada! We thought of the Maple 
Leaf, whipped with Icy winds, 
whitened with snow.) washed with 
coastal rain, but proudly flying, in 
all the friendly cities and towns and 
whistle stops across, Canada — our 
homeland. 


Lana Lunis e&Mle.

A cold, unfriendly wind blew 
over Seton Creek in the interior of 
B.C. on Oct. 6. The shades and 
colors of fall were implicit on the 
mountains, and the tourists had 
fled. 

Yet, despite the cold winds, this 
same day might well be remem¬ 
bered as an important one in the 
history of the province's salmon 
fisheries. For this was when the 
International Pacific Salmon Fish¬ 
eries Commission opened the new 
Seton Creek salmon project—the 
man-made spawning beds which it 
is hoped will lure the pink salmon 
back to their old spawning 
grounds. Those grounds lost to 
them when power development on 
Seton Lake in 1927 and at Cayoosh 
in 1949 came into being. 


These two mighty developments brought light 
and power to a large part of B.C., but at a cost. 
For there is no denying that man, in his haste for 
progress, sometimes overlooks nature’s needs. 

It is said that the Fraaer-Cayooeh waterway 
was one of the most prolific systems in the 
Pacific region in its day. The loss of the natural 
spawning beck and the subsequent absence of the 
pink salmon could only be described as a great 
loss to the fishing industry generally. 

Realizing the need for actions the Interna¬ 
tional Pacific Salmon 1 * Fisheries Commission took 
over control erf pink salmon in 1957. This 
commission was formed by Canada and the 
United States in 1937. Since salmon inhabit the 
oceans with no regard to natural boundaries, such 
an organization is not only wise, but imperative. 

In ,the early days of the commission's life, 
sockeye salmon was the main type dealt with, 
since sockeye was and is a prime favorite in the 
world market. And in the early years of this 
century, the Fraser River was acknowledged the 
greatest sockeye spawning area In the world. 

However, the disaster at Hell’s Gate in 1914, 
when tons of rock were needlessly dumped Into 
the river by engineers building the railway, to be 
followed by a partial collapse of the cliffkide 
owing to blasting, so blocked the canyon that the 
salmon were no longer able to swim upriver to 
their natural spawning grounds. 

For the fishing industry this was a major 
disaster as the sockeye run In 1913 had totalled 
more than 37,000,000 fish. 

Work was immediately undertaken to effect a 
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COUNTERS AT FISH FENCE 


pariial clearing of the river and the first project 
of the commission was the building in 1938 of the 
Hell’s Gale Fishway to enable salmon to pan the 
large rock obstructions. 

This is one of the largest Installations of its 
kmd in the world, but even so, sockeye catches on 
the Fraser have never again equalled those of 
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day. In Jess than a week the gates were ctewed a 
the full complement of fish had already passe 
through. 

A point of interest ao far as fishing on th 
Fraser is concerned is that, by agreement, onl 
the Indians are allowed to catch sockeye for foot 
as they make their way 200 miles up river to th 
spawning grounds, This trip upstream take 
approximately two weeks to complete and durinj 
this time the spawning salmon don’t readily taki 
a lure as they do not feed at this time, living cm 
their stored body fat*. Indians use their age-ok 
method of dip nets to catch the fish. 

So far. there are eight man-made spawning 
channels in B.C. and of these eight, three are or 
Vancouver Island. They are Puntledge, Robertaor 
Creek, and last, but by no means least, the Big 
Qualicum Flow Control and Spawning Channel 
Towards the end of November and totr 
December, the chums will make their wsy back 
to Big Qualicum for spawning. 

When one considers that the canned salmon 
industry in B.C. for last year amounted to 
341.000,000, there Is good reason to approve the 
man-made hatcheries and spawning channels 
which are being put into use to offset the man¬ 
made pollution problem, and man-made dams 
which trouble this living gold mine. 

Where would we be without the canning 
Industry when it comes to fish? And how did it 
first come into being? The earliest attempt to 
preserve food by means of heat processing in 
sealed containers is attributed to an Italian 
naturalist named Spallanzani in 1775. However, 
Napoleon I of France was the instigator In to* 
search for a means to preserve food safely. 

During the Napoleonic Wars there was a ver y 
serious food shortage in France owing to the 
success of the English blockade. It was Napoleon 
who offered a prize of 12,000 francs for the moot 
practical method of preserving animal and 
vegetable substances. The prize went to • man 
named Nicola Appert, who was successful in 
preserving quite a large variety of foods by 
means of heat processing in corked glass 
containers. 

Glass, however, was a breakable commodity, 
»nd it was not many years before an Englishman 
" B ™ Fet " Durand froJRht up a method by 
which tin cans were used Instead of glass. Peter 
Durand patented his method In 1810, and It was 
known as the tin canister. Eight years later, 
PeU ^P urand introduced his canister to America. 

Soon the word canister was shortened to can,

rather owlish look. Seems he was known to his 
professional friends as "Big Johnson.** 

Just beyond Yellow Point the Durant ducked 
down a side road to Boat Harbor, to halt near the 
water's edge. There, a couple at blasts on the 
horn was the signal tor half a dozen equally hard- 
looking characters to row ashore from a big 
yellow funnelled yacht, aptly called El Toro, 
which in Sparest means The Bull, its owner being 
Dick Shively an ex-Seattle detective. 

Piling into the Durant the gang, now 
uniformly dad In overalls, headed tor Nanaimo 
where, with split-second timing they stuck up the 
Royal Bank at the oorner of Bastion and 
Commercial and made off with *40 000 

Returning to the yacht, they piled aboard and 
were off through Cowlchan Gap headed tor the 
Washington coast. 

Of course it wasn’t long before the questing 
police found the abandoned Durant, which led to 
the U-drive and a couple of phoney names. 

However the handwriting was to prove 
interestinf. and from this small beginning the law 
■lipped into high gear, with the result that a few 
months tale*- the whole gang was back in 
Nanaimo 

Howpvn- this time they were in a oourtroom 
getting -engthy penitentiary sentences along with 
lashes. This latter touch has gone out of fashion 
along with <ouring cars and side curtains. 

Some <ime after this escapade the Durant 
went into private hands and at one stage of its 
latter-day career was owned by one of the many 
Cooke brothers over at the Gorge. I had this from 
Art Cooke, for many years with the Motor 
Vehicles Branch who had some of these car 
stories st his fingertips. Finally, aa is the custom 
with old cars the Durant vanished in the mists 6f 
time. v 

There was another car f rem em ber that had 
a curious history; one I had occasion to drive 
about to years ago. which was in the era when 
the proiince wm awash with booze, but mostly 
tor export 

Back in the Boundary country the liquor 
flowed from bonded warehouses at Femie and 

Grand Forks to the U.S., border, there to be 
exchanged for U.S. cash. Some of our hardier 
types ran 'heir loads clear through to Spokane. It 
In this fashion they eliminated the middle man. 


they also had the Inconvenience of flying lead and 
roadblocks. 

One such character was Dutebey Weias, who 
shuttled his liquid case goods from Grand Forks 
via the Ntgtithawk TraO, that fallowed the Kettle 
River into Washington. From then on be 
highballed the 100 miles to Spokane. 

Unfortunately there came a dag - - when 
Dutchey fell foul of the B.C. law, possibly by 
trying to peddle his load in Canada. 

There were quite a lot of cars being seized in 
thow days, usually to be sold st auction by the 
purchasing agent. Exception might be in the case 
of a brand-new car, in which event (If it was 
suitable) it became part of the provincial police 
fleet. I guess this is how Dutchey's Nighihawk 
Special became part of our stable at the old 
Menzies Street police barracks. 

It was studied with interest on its arrival, 
principally because the mud streaks from 
headlight to tail light showed fast travel, and 
every bit of the radiator was blocked with mud 
and Insects. 

It was a typical "whisky six", as the Hudson 
Super-Six was dubbed, but with slight modifica¬ 
tions. 

Back of the square, box-like body was a big 
vertical trunk that proved to be a spare 30-gallon 
gas tank, and when we lifted the hood we did a 
double take at the sight of three carburetors. -Two 
were uncommon in those days. Even the horn 
was something special. Made in France, I 
remember It war trademarked El Toro (shades of 
the Bagley gang!) and gave out with s delightful 
bellow like a steamboat 

It was when it was being cleaned on the 
police wash rack that the late Archie Carmichael 
called my attention to something he had 
discovered. 

The back doors showed unmistakeable signs of 
bullet hoies that bad been leaded over, sanded 
down then painted. Whoever tried to stop Dutchey 
hadn’t given enough lead as most of the shots had 
gone through the rear doors. I remember we had 
to equip it with a whole new set of Urea, for those 
on the car were pretty well gashed up in some 
strange fashion. We learned later this had been 
caused by broken milk bottles used in a Spokane 
County road block! 

When we took It out on the street wqgmade 
the most interesting discovery of all. This 
monster was not only, equipped with high-lift 
cams, but in addition had about a 2Vi or 3-to-l 
gear ratio. Which meant that around town we 
seldom got out of second gear! 

Final discovery came on the first wet day.

These event* were to 1927. the year of 
Canada's Golden Jubilee, marred that summer by 
the death of B.C.'a premtor John Oliver. 

His funeral was one of the largest seen in 
these pari*, which meant that a lot of extra cars 
were pressed trto service. Which is how I found 
qiyself at the wheel of the whiskey six in a 
funeral procession. Lnng before I got to the city 
limits on the way to Royal Oak. I was fully 
convinced that you should never use a 
rum runner's car to a funeral. I never got out of 
low gear? 

I cannot remember what evpntuslly happened 
to this automotive curiosity, but no doubt it was 
sold out of the service and landed in private 
hands, to end up on the junk heap. If it were 
around today, what a vintage car It would be!

McPherson had a m a, a w ed and how his 
estate was to be distributed. But in those 
five short yeans the wisdom of his planning 
of the bequests, and the benefits which 
have accrued to so many charities, dearly 
show the love he had for his adopted home 
city, arid the quiet and anonymous human¬ 
ity within the heart of this man, known 
to many but few of who really knew him. 

Thomas, ar Tommy ns be wa ntared to so 
often, had many a e gua int a n oes. a few friends bat 

do confidant*. 

This mi characteristic of him throughout his 
business career and not antU the lari law years 
of his life did he take anyone into bis eoofldenee. 
and these were limited to number, Ms aotteitor. 
the manager wt toe Trust Company with which 
he conducted bis investments, a few officials at 
organisations and charities which were to b e nefi t 
through bis estate, these were the few to whom 
be did confide. 

B *n in the British Iaies he received Ms early 
education, there. His parents separated, bis 
mother taking him and a brother and sister to the 
United States. They travelled with the slater and 
broth or-in-law at Mrs McPherson and al settled 
for a time in Wisoonain. 

Things didn't go very well with them and they 
moved to New Westminster. Here Tommy 
finished his education and then branched out for 
himself in the business world. » 

At one time in his life he was a partner in a 
general merchandise business to Nedscn. B.C. 
Whit' there he was inducted into the Masonic 
Craft, at one time holding the office of Worshipful 
Master. 

It was also while in Nelson that be became 

one of the original shareholders in Consolidated 
Minin“ and Smelting of Tran, evidencing his early 
Internt In common stoeks. 

At another tiraj *110 went to San Francisco 
where he spent fflsjrlyears learning the pottery 
business. It does not appear, hpwever, that he 
ever made use of this knowledge, at least not to 
British Columbia. 

As Victorians, our main interest to this 
gentleman is IMS, whew, to partaership with 
Herbert R. and Harry R. Fullerton, the firm of 
McPherson and Fullerton Bros, commenced 
business as real eslate d e y e to per s here.

Then are days to raaiaMbar, and generosity to reflect upon. 
Such a day Is Sunday, December 3, 1967, the fifth anniver¬ 
sary of the death of Thomas Shanks McPherson, 
certainly one of Victoria's great benefactors. 


Maybe you have gathered that he was a msa 
devoid of side, dedicated to his business and his 
bobby of making money. 

There was another tide to him, however. His 
charities were numerous and anonymous. Rather 
than be known as a philanthropist hfe donation* to 
many oauses were made through a bank or trust 
company. 

All men of wealth are subject to scathing 
remarks from time to time, usually by the people 
.whoa*- proposals he has seen through and 
rejected. He had his share of this treatment. On 
the other hand there were and are many who 
have been the beneficiary of his consideration 
wher. they were in financial difficulties. Here 
again, if he had the evidence that a man was 
making a real effort to extricate himself, his 
consider*tian and even extra financial help would 
be forthcoming. 

He was a member of a golf foursome which 
played at Col wood for many years. I'll wager 
there were three people who knew nothing more 
of him after the game than before they started. 

- which would have been practically nothing. 

It was my pleasure to have been one of a 
foursome with J. A. Sayward. the president of the 
club and Tom McPherson, the vice-president, in 
afternoon golf on a number of occasions. This was 
to the days when Capt. Parry, the club secretary, 
came to you while at toe 19th or having lunch and 
said: "The president would like you to join his 
foursome, after lunch. Be on the first tee at one- 
thirty-’’ Almost a royal command. 

The game would be enjoyable, some

K might appear that he lacked sentiment in 
his make up.

R. T. (Dick) Elliott, K,C. was a vgry weft 
known and able lawyer with just the right amount 
of flamboyance which, when mixed with native 
Intelligence and legal knowledge, attracted the 
leading business firms as clients. One of his own 
property to vestments was the land on which the 
McPherson Playhouse now sits. 

Alexander Pantages was then bringing his 
vaudeville troup to Victoria and Dick Elliott 
convinced him he needed a better class of theatre 
lor his shows.

, In the ■ course of their land deals they

Tom McPherson took aver his interests in the 
Central Building and other firm’ properties and 
agreed to assume his liabilities In this respect. 

Tom MaPhersnn s u c ce ss fu lly weathered the 
difficult yean and turned, what seemed, at that 
time to be, fliblllties into ■saets. 

During the early and difficult years, what 
relaxation he allow ed himself wan usually sprat 
with relatives here, the Ferguooo family. m«« 
Beryl Ferguson, so well known here In Victoria as 
file medical librarian of the Jnbflcc Hospital for 
many years, speaks at him in those days as being 
a contented man when with them, but rather 
severe in hia business dealings. 

Few Victorian’s will remember him as the 
secretary-treasurer of toe professional baseball 
chib bi Victoria as a me mb er of the Northwestern 
League. Jtxhoa Kingham owned toe franchise Mid 
Bob Wattfett was the manager. This was about 
1910. 

Throughout the years in which he called 
Victoria his home, he had but one yardstick by 
which he measured his support, or otherwise, of 
any pn^aaol made to Urn — Is it good for 
Victoria.

pantage* Theatre and the land to toe south, 
coupled with his generous bequest about to be 
received, made this all possible. 

Could this have been part of a plan in his mind 
tor a civic precinct? 

By most standards he was a lonely man. By 
the McPherson standards he was not, or at least 
be didn’t acknowledge it as such. 

In his daily contact with clients and tenants 
with the investment houses with which he dealt, 
here was all the companionship he required. A 
weekend of golf, and some conversation at the 
club; what more did the man need? After hours 
his companion became the financial papers and 
toe newspapers, the backs of a few old envelope*, 
which he used in place of a scratch pad, to do a 
bit of calculation. He was doing what he liked 
best. 

As an almost annual junket, he and his 
golfing friends went to California for a holiday of 
golf. Travelling together, as they did, there was 
always tne usual confusion in the sharing of 
expenses. It was decided to appoint one member 
as tour manager who would pay all the expenses 
and then give them a settlement. In spite of the 
fact that one member was a highly skilled 
accountant it was decided that no better man 
could be found than Tom McPherson. Everything 
went smoothly, was even less expensive. But, said 
one member, it was a little embarrassing to see* 
one bellboy carrying about six pieces of luggage 
lor six people and get a two-bit tip. 

How does one go about building such a 
fortune as he left? 

The first ingredient would have to be his 
great love for Victoria, and, secondly, his 
determination to do something for the city. His 
unbounded faith in common stocks and an 
uncanny ability to forecast the market was the 
source of most of his wealth. 

He lived modestly. A bachelor all his life one 
doubts that he ever spent more than 1100 a month 
for living expenses. Even when he had become a 
very wealthy man he was not ashamed of a patch 
In the seat at his pants. To him this was not 
penny-pinching, it was exercising the respect due 
to a dollar. 

Reference has already been made to his early 
investment in Consolidated Mining and Smelting 
of Trail. At one time he had built his holding* to 
10,000 shares, which he sold in anticipation of a 
drop in the market, which occurred, picked up toe 
stock again at a later date and some 12 points 
lower for a very handsome profit. 

It was In the early 1950s he started to 
accumulate International Nickel common stock 
and the phenomenal success of this company 
alone would have made him an exceedingly 
wealthy man. 

Prudent Investors, and certainly he was a 
member of this group, usually diversify by 
investments in other fields of production. His 
little Joke of an early morning call to his 
Investment manager and suggesting a little 
diversification by purchasing about $50,000 of a 
stock like MacMillan or B.C. Packers always 
gave him great satisfaction. 

To accumulate such great blocks of common 
stocks he, of necessity, borrowed extensively, as 
much as $2,000,000 at one time, against toe stocks 
be already held. He would have borrowed up to 
$5,000,000 if the Trust Company hadn't ordered 
the brakes to be put on. At the time of his death 
his borrowings were $1,500,000. 

After distributing three-quarters of a million 
dollars In specific bequests, his net estate stood 
at $3,250,000. He directed the Income from his 
estate, for a period of five years, be used for 
charitable purposes. In the meantime, however, 
toe stocks which he had chosen so well and which 
his trustees continued to carry, have increased in 
value considerably and the net estate now stands 
•t nearly $5,000,000. 

There were 11 charities benefiting under Tom 

McPherson’s will. 

They were: Community Chest of Greater 
Victoria; B.C. Protestant Orphans' Home; 
Canadian Red Cross Society; YM and YW 
Christian Association of Victoria: Queen Alex-, 
endra Solarium for Crippled Children; Girl 
Guides of Canada—Greater Victoria Area; 
Governing Council of the Salvation Army— 
Canada West; Goodwill Enterprises of Victoria; 
Boy Scouts Association—Victoria District; Ca¬ 
nadian National Institute for toe Blind; Victoria 
Symphony Society. 

And now that five year period comes to an 

end.

The first of its kind in Canada, 
the camp is being built by the Ki- 


bandicapped and a staff of U. 

A)though the camp will be primarily used In 
the summer months, construction is such that the 
buildings can be used on a 12-month basis. The 
buildings are heated by a hot-water system and 
each can be controlled by Its own thermostat. 

Scheduled far opening in the summer of 1968, 
the cost of the buildings now under construction is 
estimated at $120,000. Much of this coat, however, 
had been reduced by donations of material and 
labor, and the participating Kiwanis clubs have 
pledged $40,000 toward the project.

In 
1882, Mr. Todd and his family started the Empire 
Cannery In Esqulmait in what was probably the 
first cannery on the Island. Another Victoria 
man, H. E. Croasdaile, was the man behind one 
of the mbat northerly canneries in B.C., that 
established an the Nass River in 1881. 

When the canning industry was first 
established, many men of wealth were Victoria 
residents, and Victoria became for a while the 
headquarters of the salmon Industry. 

Also, machinery used for fishing and canning 
was manufactured almost exclusively by Joseph 
Stratt of the Albion Iron Works. However, toward 
the end of the 19th century, Vancouver and New 
Westminster began to displace Victoria in this 
field, and eventually the headquarters were 
moved to the mainland. 

So, to many fishermen, salmon is their way 
of livelihood. And each day the fish boats put out, 
whether they be gilinetters, seiners, or trollers, 
they know that, despite all the hazards, and 
sometimes misfortunes, which may be their job, 
they are doing more than their share toward the 
prosperity of B.C.

His canning 
proved successful and he sent a batch of canned 
aalmon off to an Australian distributor who rated 
it so highly that he Immediately wrote for more.

This book is another triumph for the New York 
Times. It if what is known in the newspaper field as 
“blanket coverageThe idea is not original , but it 
has never been carried out so ably .

The varied interviewi which 
made up this massive assignment 
all point to one salient fact: Thing* 
have changed radically in the Soviet 
Union during the past few years and 
in the arte and sciences fresh aiy is 
blowing strongly through windows 
facing west. 

Best of all, it was sensed that the 
wind* of change are percolating 
throughout Russian society, from the 
Soviet woman who is now demand¬ 
ing (like her Western counterpart) 
all the benefits of equality with all 
the special privileges of femininity, 
to the humble peasant who, for the 
first time in Russian history, sees 
hope and freedom from fear and 
oppression, if not for himself, then 
certainly for his children. 

These are immensely important 
findings, for they come, not from a 
group of starry-eyed innocents, but 
from distinguished journalist*, men 
and women with analytical minds, 
whe have developed listening and 
accurate reporting to a fine art. 

Whilst recording the advance* in 
specialized areas, these reporter* — 
and particularly the masterful Salis¬ 
bury — were not unduly impressed 
by the lot of the average man and 
woman, although enormous strides 
are being made in the consumer 
field. 

The average Russian envies those 
who live in the comparatively 
sophisticated satellite countries in 


eastern Europe, but hi* dream at 
Utopia, Salisbury says, sounds very 
much Dke the current existence of a 
suburbanite in Los Angeles! 

The most heartening fact to 
emerge from this survey is the 
universal determination to keep out 
at wars. Russia tost twenty-five 
million souls in the Second World 
War (counting civilian mortality and 
the net loss in births, the toll was 
40,000,000, out of a population of 
about 195,000,000) and the people can 
do without more grief. 

War is a dirty word to the 
average Russian; the emphasis is on 
liberation of the mind and achieve¬ 
ment in education, science, industry 
and the arte. 

With its 64 pages of illustrations. 
Its tables and line drawings, and in 
particular a chronology of the events 
in Russia from 1917 to 1967, 
this very fine volume is . distin¬ 
guished for its sense of history and 
forms a valuable reference work. 

More than this, however, is the 
book's exciting grasp of current 
trends, a feeling of the here and 
now, the thrill of watching a peasant 
society being violently catapulted 
into the 20th century. 

From the busy reader's point of 
view, possibly the chief merit of The 
Soviet Uoftoni The Fifty Years is 
that It contains within its covers a 
masterly condensation of material 
that would normally fill a dozen 
separate books by as many authori¬ 
ties. 

That we’re In for a spate of such » 
books goes without saying, but I'm 
willing to wager that their combined 
worth will not excel the brilliant 
journalistic effort of the New York 
Times team.

The story - outline of the

Rasputin was in fact only using 
medical techniques that are recog¬ 
nized as effective today, but his 
success assured him of Alexandra's 
blind faith, and his lust for power 
put the seal of inevitability on the 
Bolshevik's toppHng of the young 
Kerensky government. He goaded 
the Romanoffs into blindly resisting 
the government's call for reform, 
and fractured the Royal Family’s 
image with the people. Out of hate 
came revolt and finally revolution. 

Hie drama is told with a 
combination of brilliant journalism 
and a superb command of historical 
fact that leads to some surprising 
revela done. 

Alexis’ hemophilia, it seems, was 
Inherited directly from Queen Vic¬ 
toria, who played matchmaker to 


most of Europe's royalty, and 
Unwittingly transferred the disease 
to future generations through her 
daughters. 

Toe recurring Anastasia myth Is 
convincingly squelched and no doubt 
Is left that the beautiful daughter 
died with the rest of her family at 
toe hands of a Bolshevik execution 
squad And finally, the British 
government's refusal to grant 
Nicholas D political asylum on the 
grounds that he looked too much like 
his cousin, Kiny George V, is 
Investigated and the consequences 
revealed.

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Russia’s 50 Tremendous Years Traced 
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DEBONAIR PRINCE OF PROMISE

Ever since that day in 
1894 when, as a baby, he 
mas photographed lying 
in the arms of Queen Vic¬ 
toria, who was flanked 
by the Prince of Wales 
(later Edward Vll) and 
her grandson (later 
George V) — the famous 
four generations picture— 
Prince Edward, later Ed¬ 
ward Fill and now Duke 
of Windsor , has lived his 
life in the full glare of 
publicity. 

The stage-by ^tage story of the 
debonair prince of promise, who 
renounced hie throne tor “the 
woman I love" la, In every detail, as 
familiar to the world aa that of 
Cinderella. What more is there to 'x 
said? 

Lord Kinross — better known to 
m as Patrick Balfour, a travel 
writer of distinction— unable to 
find anything new has simply retold 
ttie familiar story. His text, set in 
typeface Large enough to be read by 
a person with poor eyesight in a 
fading light, separates the more 
than 250 photographs included in this 
lavishly-produced coffee-table con- 
versa lion-piece. 

The pictures, which span a period 
•f more thaa 300 years (they include 
one of Victoria and her Albert) are 
fascinating historically, simply be¬ 
cause they .dhow us glimpses of a 
strange, remote royal never-never 
land now as unreal as Carrol’s ohess 
game. 

But apart from a few pictures at 
the young Wallis Warfield and some 
Interior shots of the London apart¬ 
ment' she shared with her husband, 
Ernest Simpson, all tlie carefully 
selected Illustrations (the famous 
one of the duke’s ill-advised meeting 
with Hitler is missing) have been 
resuscitated from well-thumbed 
Was. 

Again, one is forced to ask why 
anyone should take Ihe trouble to re¬ 
present the familiar, nte reason can 
only be that The Windsor Years is 
an American-designed project aimed 
at the American market, whose 
appetite for romance and royalty la 
Insatiable. 

The validity of this reasoning la 
based on the fact that Lord Kinross 
has done what is known in nws-

paper parlance as a "whitewash 
Job." 

Here, we are told, was an 
unhappy princeling whose natural 
inclinations were frustrated by a 
tyrannical father and later by a 
dominating prime minister, a 20th 
century man Jeaten by the unrelent¬ 
ing forces of 19th oentury moralists. 

And what of Wallis Warfield, the 
Baltimore belle, later Mrs. Winfield 
Spencer and later still, Mrs. Ernest 
Simpson? Well, this intelligent, 
ebullient, gay double-divorcee 
emerges from the Kinross text as 
pure as the driven snow. 

Tha Windsor Years presents the 
duke, now 70 and seemingly content 
to putter in the garden of his French 
chateau, as retaining the shining 
armor of his youth, whilst his 
adored duchess acts as chatelaine — 
a picture of charming marital bliss 
and moral rectitude. 

Lord Kinross has been careful to 
portray the Windsors in a favorable 
light, to the extent that they and 
their friends, including Lord Beaver- 
brook of all people, appear blame¬ 
less and almost saint-like, whereas 
those who opposed his marriage, 
from whatever motive, are vHiains. 

There is no doubt that the duke’s 
atory la a pathetic one; nor that his 
romance with Wallis is one of the 
worid'a great love stories. But it is 
not all black and white as Kinross 
pretends. 

Apart from (he powerful figures 
of the time who tried to thwart the 
romance to avoid the abdication, 
mftlions of ordinary men and women 
throughout iritain and the Com-

To those of ua who 
have endured a winter in . 
Edmonton, survived and 
fled gratefully, a history 
of the place may be of 
some slight morbid in¬ 
terest. But expatriate Ed¬ 
montonians may welcome 
Edmonton: A History, 
the story of their town by 
a native who knows it and 
yet somehow loves it. 

H takes a hard-core civic booster 
to write glowingly of a place 
founded in the middle of nowhere 
more or less by chance, and where 
nothing much has ever happened 
except for some notably hard 
winters and the occasional spring 
flood. 

Amateur historian James Mac¬ 
Gregor admits ail this without 
embarrassment, and even points out 
that for a king time Edmonton 
eaasted simply because it was the 
only major community In the great 
northern emptiness. 

He can wax poetic over the North 


Saskatchewan River, which to other 
*y** i« Jtnrt a perpetually cold and 
muddy stream In an unremarkable 
depression which divides the city. 

MacGregor, aa electrical engi- 
■«*. is the author of several 
< previow north we stuu histories, but 
to has more enthusiasm for bis 
city’s story than ability to write M. 

He records the various sites of 
old Fort Edmonton and Its Siamese 
twin, the rival Ftost Augustus of the 
* North West Company. Ho w ever, he 
gives no explanation of why the 
permanent site was chosen in 1813 
after three others were abandoned 
when the firewood supply ran out. 
The second fort was less than a mdle 
downstream from the fourth and 
final one. 

In addition, MacGregor is 
addicted to corny imagery, evidently 
under the impression that it makes 
lor bright writing. It's rich reading 
if you have a taste for mangled 
metaphors. 

He likens a smallpox epidemic to 
a prairie fire, and then: 

“The chain of infection splashed 
up the Missouri In a steamboat, 
made a bee-line lor the Grow lodges, 
and leaped over the Piegans, whom 
it hit in the winter of 1868-70." 

The refugee Edmontonian who 
can put up with this stuff will enjoy 
MacGregor's detailed and absorbing 
account of early-day life in a plains 
trading post. Closer to the present 
the history becomes a tedious recital 
of real estate developments. 

Of considerable Interest are the 
many old photographs of Edmonton, 
including one taken la 1914 with the

Mrs. Keir is chairman of the Victoria branch of 
the Ranfurly Library Committee , which operates 
around the world under the auspices of the English 
Speaking Union, and which has as its object the dis¬ 
tribution of reading and study material to whatever 
under-developed communities it can reach. 


In this city, the project got under 
wmy in June of 1965, with an original 
•omittee of Mini Marjorie Holme*, 
lin. W. F. Jermy, and Mra. Keir. 
Bluer that time more than 18,000 
hook* have come into their hand* 
■□r shipment abroad. 

The Oak Bay "depot" is in the 
Keir basement, and when my 
feus ten took me down to show me 
around, she remarked, somewhat 
whimsically: "In the beginning we 
said we'd be glad to have these 
quarters used—just for a minute as 
It were, But here we still arel" 

They seem to have accepted the 
situation happily enough'. In fact the 
Mg room has been thoughtfully and 
efficiently organized tor the work 
done there. Mr. Keir has built 
sturdy (and seemingly very perman¬ 
ent) shelves all around the walls lor 
■« books. There is a long, well-lit 
sounter for sorting, and the plaoe 


gives directly on to the garage, so the 
cartage trucks may back in to 
reoelve the packed boxes. A proper 
trolley eliminates unnecessary 
carrying. Various members help 
with the job. 

The books come from everywhere, 
from private donation, and, perhaps 
the most important line, textbooks 
from the Victoria sotaool board and 
private schools, who, when changes 
ooour in educational requirements, 
pass on the discarded material to 
die Ranfurly Committee- 

Each book sent out As stamped: 
"Gift of Ranfurly Library, English 
Speaking Union of the Common¬ 
wealth, Victoria, Canada," and 
packed in 5-cubic-foot tea chess lined 
with waterproof foil and banded with 
metal oo the outside lor safe 
handling, Books aren't light. A 
packed box weighs about 200 pounds. 

The original idea was the brain 
child of the Countess of Ranfurly, 


daughter-in-law of New Zealand's 
Governor General, who, with her 
husband, organized the service some 
10 years ago when they discovered 
the great need for books by people 
in various under-developed areas of 
the Commonwealth. The Countess 
still runs the committee from its 
headquarters in London. 

Here in Victoria, books are 
started on their way every three or 
four months, for widely separated 
destinations. The most recent ship¬ 
ment was in September of this year, 
when more than 1,000 books went 
out to Sydney, Australia, for the 
committee there to distribute—and 
if anybody is wondering who foots 
the bill for containers, pick-up and 
delivery, the answer is that Just 
about every phase of these operations 
is done "for free,” 

The tea-chests come from Mur- 
chle’s Tea and Coffee Shop; Eric 
Dowell of the local cartage com¬ 
pany loans trucks and truckers; 
no wharfage is ever charged, and 
ships are always found to carry the 
boxes to distant shores. King 
Brothers, the B.C. Ship Chartering 
Co., the Johnson-Walton Steamship 
Lines, the captain of the Ss. Ma¬ 
ke mb a, and many others, have all 
contributed their moral support and 
practical assistance. 

To say nothing of the Canadian 
Navy. A gracious letter from Rear- 
Admiral J. A. Charles, Pacific 
Maritime Commander, advised Mrs. 
Keir that Her Majesty’s ships Yukon 
and St. Croix were heading for 
Sydney and would be happy to 
transport her books. Tht navy sent 
its own trucks for those 11 boxes. 

This co-operative gesture, inci¬ 
dentally, was one which had a 
particularly happy aftermath. The 
Sydney Ranfurly Library, notified 
that the navy was on the job, rallied 


Its members for the entertainment of 
the two ships' companies, and later 
informed Mrs. Keir that everybody 
oonoerned had enjoyed the Canadian 
visit down under. 

Another area which is happy to 
be on the receiving end of many 
hundreds of books of all types, is liie 
Fiji Islands. The Suva and Lautok* 
libraries there have had three 
consignments of text and reference 
works, adult reading matter, and 
children’s books. 

"In fact, our best book* go to the 
Fijls," said Mrs. Keir. "There is an 
acute shortage there, and both the 
libraries and department of educa¬ 
tion of Fiji need everything we can 
send." 

Warm letters from these recipi¬ 
ents attest to their appreciation, 
while from London come personal 
messages of gratitude and congratu¬ 
lation from Lady Ranfurly and from 
Sir Charles Jeffries, the committee 
secretary. 

Closer to home is another facet 
of the Ranfurly project. Rev. I. H. 
Futter, who operates the Colum¬ 
bia Mimion Boat up and down our 
coast, is being supplied with the 
material for a library on board for 
the benefit of the Indian Reserves, 
the logging companies, and the 
lighthouse keepers, of the various 
ports at which she calls. In addition, 
10 boxes of books, specially ohosen, 
have gone to the library at Bella 
Bella through the Indian Arts and 
Welfare Society, and of these, some 
will be passed on to the Port Albemi 
Reserves. 

Mrs. Keir and her associates are 
always needing books, so if you have 
reading material to give away, she 
will be pleased. However, there are 
certain requirements. The Ranfurly 
Committee does no repair work, 
hence cannot handle torn or grimy 
books. Only books in good condition 
are wanted, and a carefully set up 
system of choice forwarded to each 
Committee from London, indicates 
what should be rejected. Material 
undesirable or likely to give offence, 
out-dated technical matter, propa¬ 
ganda, and dull Victorian novels, ars 
all frowned upon, and of the 
magazines the only ones considered 
•ooeptable, says H.Q., are geograph¬ 
ical ones, Readers Digest (if not 
more than three years old) and 
research and development ones. 

Committee workers and donors 
alike are asked to use their 
imagination here. “It should always 
be remembered," suggests Lady 
Ranfurly’s London office, "that an 
attempt is being made to help 
people who may never have owned a 
book.” 

So; when you go to your shelves to 
see what you can spare, don't pick 
out anything that will generate, far 
away, any wrong ideas i 

One other thing. Two hundred 
pounds of books, even with the help 
of a wheeled trolley, are a hit much 
for one man to wrestle with. If there 
are any strong-armed gentlemen 
about who would be willing to help 
for an hour or so once in a while, 
Mr. Keir would be very glad of theuf 
moral support!
